DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claims 21-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

2. Claim 21-23 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap 
between the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted elements are: The housing 
is needed to allow the entrainment member to be displaceable and to relaseably couple 
the holding member. 

3. Claims 21-27 and 35-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap 
between the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted elements are: the structure 
(coupling member, rocker member, linear displaceable slider, latching noses, and 
holding surfaces) that allows the second spring to alternately couple to the entrainment 
member or to the housing is needed. 

4. Claims 21-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: The relationship 
between the carrier rail and the extension rail 
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5. Claims 21 and 22 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: the relationship 
with the releasing mechanism and entrainment member or any element. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign countiy or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

7. Claims 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by German 
patent 202 17 975 U to Blum. Blum teaches a retraction device for a drawer that has a 
displaceable entrainment member (12), which is subjected to the force of two springs 
(14). A holding member (15) Is secured to a portion of an article of furniture and the two 
springs (14) attach to the holding member (15). The entrainment member (12) is 
mounted on a linear displaceable slider (8). It is inherent that the springs or a spring can 
be releasably coupled to the entrainment member since a person can remove or insert 
the springs manually. Since the releasing mechanism is not connected to anything the 
examiner considers the releasing mechanism to be a person's hand or screwdriver and 
therefore the retraction device of Blum is capable of having the second spring released 
from the entrainment member by a releasing mechanism. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a bacl^ground for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

10. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over German 
patent 202 17 975 U to Blum. Blum discloses every element as claimed and discussed 
above except the first spring having a different at rest length than the second spring. It 
has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known 
material on the basis of its suitability for the intend use as a matter of obvious design 
choice. See MPEP § 2144.04. Therefore it would have been an obvious matter of 
design choice to modify the retraction device of Blum by making one of the springs of a 
different length and modify it spring constant and/or width to meet a certain force 
requirement needed to perform the desired function of withdrawing the drawer into the 
cabinet. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 23-40 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

12. Applicant's arguments filed 8/31/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Since the releasing mechanism isn't connected to any structure of the 
retraction device and it only has to be capable of releasing the spring from the 
entrainment member along the path of movement, Blum still reads on the claim with 
some sort of external releasing mechanism such as a screwdriver or pliers. New 1 12.2 
issues exist in the newly drafted claims as not comprising the elements or relationship 
of elements for the retraction device to function.

13. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
